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The Last Rebel Raid ! 



Rebel Cavalry at Winchester! 

We have not much additional information 
from the Bluegrass region, but such intelli- 
gence as we have received leads us to lelieve 
that the rebel advance upon interior Kentucky 
is not so formidable as the first reports seemed 
to indicate. We do not think it possible that 
the rebels could have transported cannon across 
the mountains into Kentucky at vliis season 
ol the year, owing to the almost impas- 
sable condition of the roads, and a force ot 
even ten or fifteen thousand cavalry and in- 
fantry, without artillery, would be easily re- 
pulsed by a greatly inferior Federal force with 
their admirablo artillery and easy means of 
transportation. The present invasion, there- 
fore, may be looked upon as a raid, but it may 
nevertheless be very serious in its conse- 
quences. 

Intelligence has been received at head- 
quarters to the effect that Winchester, 
Clark county, eighteen miles east of Lex- 
ington, was occupied yesterday by five or six 
hundred cavalry. We have no further in- 
formation from the seven hundred cavalry re- 
ported at Nicholasville ypsterday with designs 
upon the railroad, but infer that they have not 
visited the line of the railroad, as we were in 
telegraph communication with Lexington at 
noon to-day. 

A number of despatches were received from 
Lexington this morning, all of which confirm 
the rumor of the advance upon and occupation 
of Richmond, Madison county, by the rebel 
cavalry, and the correspondents generally ex- 
pressed a fear that Lexington would be as- 
saulted. It was rumored in Lexington at 11 
o'clock to-day that a Hag of truce had been 
sent into Lexington, demanding a surrender 
ofthe place by the Federal forces, allowing them 
fire hours to consummate the surrender. This 
rumor, which struck us as somewhat absurd, 
was subsequently denied. 

We learn by telegraph from Lexington that 
a Captain of an Ohio regiment, whose name 
‘could not learn, was captured by the rebel 
pickets near Lexington last night. 

The same despatch informs us that the no- 
torious Charlton Morgan was capturod by the 
Federal pickets this morning and brought 
into Lexington, together with a Dr. Steele, 
a surgeon of the rebel army, who is repre- 
sented as being very badly wounded. 

Another despatch gives currency to a report 
that the rebel forces in the vicinity of Lexing- 
ton are breaking up into small squads, in order 
to avoid an engagement and the better to fa- 
cilitate their plans tor committing depreda- 
tions upon the property of the loyal people of 
the Bluegrass Region. 

JJ6?“ We have announced the burning of 
the railroad depot at South Union, on the 
Memphis branch of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad, on Sunday last, by a party of 
fifteen or twenty rebels. About four thousand 
dollars worth of tobacco, wheat, and corn 
were stored in the depot at the time of the 
fire, all of which was destroyed. Two freight 
cars, containing a quantity of corn belonging 
to the Government, were also destroyed at fhe 
same time. Gen. Munson, who is in command 
of our forces at Bowling Green, will lose 
little time in clearing that region of the pres- 
ence of these rebel vandals.

THE TENTH KENTUCKY. 

In Camp near Laveronb, Tennessee, 1 

February 20, 1803. J 

As every one in Kentucky reads, or ought 
to read the Journal, I would like tosaya word 
or two through its columns to the friends of 
the soldiers in the 10th Kentucky regiment. 1 
want to impress upon our friends at home the 
fact that they do not write to us often enough. 
We cannot hear from home too often. 

When you do write, let us know what is 
^loing at home, where our best interests, next 
hose of our country, are. Do not fill up a 
smaT^feeet of note paper in telling us of the 
hardehip?*bf the soldier and what he suffers. 
We know all that; and understand how to 
alleviate it better than those kind friends at 
home. Besides, half wbat you picture only 
exiBts in the imagination, or is told you by 
some deserter who gives it as an excuse for his 
cowardice. 

The charms of home and family are ever 
enticing, but the love of our country is first 
in our hearts. We have loved and love still 
the country that has protected us aDd our 
rights. And while we are trying to defend 
that Government from the assaults of Jeff 
Davis k Co., we want our friends at home to 
write to us often, and tell us of our wives and 
children and sweethearts, of the town and 
neighborhood from whence we came; in short, 

. everything that is interesting a id calculated 
l*o refresh the mind. Do not tel! us of frigbt- 
f ful dreams and phantoms of the brain, caused, 
perhaps, by a too hearty supper, or something 
of the sort. Such things are only calculated 
to depress our mind in its leisure moments, and 
cause disorder in the body. 

We do not want to see letters that will tell 
us of Lincoln’s Proclamation or of a negro 
fight, and offer them as excuses for u3 to desert 
and come home. We do not want our moth 
ers and wives to tell us we must come and see 
them. We love them, but we cannot sacrifice 
our honor and our country— everything we 
hold dear — for the mere sake of seeking them. 
We have volunteered in our country’s service, 
and will do our duty . 

We have excellent officers in Lt. Col. Hays 
and Major Wharton. They as well as the line 
officers have the unbounded confidence of the 
regiment. Write to us often, kind friends at 
home; write cheerfully to cheer us;and if your 
soil is again invaded by Morgan or any other 
horse-thieving gang, trust in God and the 
strong arms and willing hearts of the 10th 
Kentucky and Harlan’B light brigade. ^ ^ 

Water-Proof Porous Cloth. — Close water- 
proof cloth fabrics, such as glazed oilcloth. 
India-rubber, and gutta-percha cloth, do not 
permit perspiration and the exhaled gases 
from the skin to pass through them, because 
they are air-tight as well as water-tight. 
Persons who wear air-tight garments soon 
ecome faint, if thev are undergoing severe 
exercise, such as that to which soldiers are 
exposed when on march. A porous water 
proof cloth, therefore, is the best for outer 
garments during wet weather, for those whose 
duties or labor cause them to perspire freely. 
The best way for preparing such clolh is by 
the process adopted for the tunics of the French 
soldieis during tbo Crimean war. It is as 
follows: “Take 2X pounds of alum, dissolve 

this in 10 gallons of boiling water; then in a 
separate ve^el dissolve the same quantity of 
sugarj^O^ad in 10 gallons of water, and 
"fie two solutions. The cloth is now well 
Bandied in this liquid until every part of it is 
penetrated; then it is squeezed and dried in 
the air or in a warm apartment, then washed 
in cold water and dried again, when it is fit 
for use. If necessary, the cloth may be dip- 
ped in the liquid and dried twice before being 
washed. The liquor appears curdled when 
the alum and lead solutions are mixed togeth- 
er.’’ This is the result of double decomposi- 
tion, the sulphate, which is an insoluble salt, 
being formed. The sulphate of lead is taken 
up in the pores of the cloth, and it is unaffect- 
ed by rains or moisture, and yet it does not 
render cloth air-tight. Such cloth is also par- 
tially non-inflammable. A solution of alum 
itself will render cloth, prepared as described, 
partially water-proof, but it is not as good as 
the sulphate of lead. Such cloth— cotton or

Some of the names in the foregoing list the 
Commonwealth knows to be incorrectly spell- 
ed, yet it did not feel that it had the right to 
alter them from the report made by Col. Gil- 
bert. The editor docs not know what have 
been the antecedents of the gentlemen whose 
names have been furnished us, in the great 
mass of the counties, as reported represented 
in this convention, but, judging ttye balance 
bjphose whose names are reported from Frank- 
lin county, inclines to the belief that but few 
of them, if the question was propounded to 
them, and they answered in the sincerity of 
their hearts, would not at once declare that 
Kentucky ought to unite her destiny with Jeff 
Davis’s Southern Confederacy. 

Cotton tror Brazil. — In searching the 
world for supplies of cotton to fill the hiatus 
caused by the Southern blockade, the most 
hopeful parts have received scarcely any at- 
tention. Brazil is a magnificent country for 
cotton- growing. As long ago as the year 1836, 
Great Britain .imported from Brazil nearly 
22,000,000 pounds of this staple^ of which 
about one-third was sent out from the port of 
Pernambuco. Wo are reminded of this fiict 
by the arrival from the same part of the globe 
of a considerable quantity of cotton at New 
Vork. Cotton culture in Brazil is yet in its 
infancy, but as the river and coast navigation 
is extended by the employment of steamers, 
and the interior is more intimately connected 
with the seaboard by the completion of lines 
of railway, we may confidently rely on a rapid 
increase of production. Among the new rail- 
roads wholly finished or in progress isone from 
Bahia, one from Pernambuco, and two from 
Rio du Janeiro. The coastwise trade being 
now thrown open to foreign shipping, in- 
creased facilities will be enjoyed for concen- 
trating at these points the products of the in- 
terior, ana British and French capitalists will 
eagerly avail themselves of every new ad- 
vantage. Brazilian trade, formerly engrossed 
by the United States to a large extent, is 
gradually slipping away from us through the 
efforts of more energetic rivals — Great Britain, 
supporting two distinct lines of first-class 
steamships, and France two, besides lines to 
Genoa, Hamburg, Belgium, and Portugal. 
From the year 1850, when Great Britain first 
established steam mail facilities, to 1855, she 
doubled a large trade of profitable exports, 
whereas before advantages were thus turned 
in her favor, the United States defied all com- 
petition. Thus wc see that though geographi- 
cally much nearer, and enjoying in a peculiar 
sense the favor of the Brazilian government 
and people, and possessing a large variety of 
commodities adapted to a profitable exchange, 
we have allowed a rich trade to be diverted 
from us, and the Great Republic to be de- 
prived of that commanding influence which 
it should exercise among the free governments 
of the western continent. 

Brazil is at the head of South American 
States. Since the establishment of the em- 
pire, in 1822, she has made substantial »nd un- 
faltering progress in all the elements of na- 
tional greatness. The glowing description 
given by Hadfield’s work on Brazil — pub- 
lished in London a few years ago — is fully de- 
served. He says: 

“If once the tide of emigration begins to set 
fairly toward that immense agricultural field, 
watered by the rivers of South America, there 
is no foreseeing the extension of wealth and 
prosperity that must assuredly follow ; for pop- 
ulation is the sole requirement to fit these lim- 
itless and teeming regions to work out the 
destiny which it is impossible to doubt that 
Providence has designed tor that portion of 
the earth, where the majesty and luxuriance 
of nature invite the presence of man through 
highways at once the mightiest and most facile 
in the world ” 

Americans have not been wholly unmindful 
of their opportunities. In truth, American 
energy has been largely infused, directing in 
the construction of railways, encouraging 
manufactures, and stimulating trade. At St. 
Alexis, an American erected a cotton factory: 
the first in the province of Rio de Janeiro' 1 
All this is cause lor congratulation. But it’ 
in past years the United States Government 
had engaged more earnestly in efforis for 
the establishment of steam mail lines, we 
should now eDjoy that pre-eminence claimed 
by another, and be enabled to appropriate to 
ourselves the advantages arising from the best 
cotton-growing region of the world beyond 
the limits of our own country. BraSilian 
cotton is always good, commanding a higher 
price in the Liverpool market than the average 
from American plantations, and may yet con- 
tribute, in an essential degree, to relieve the 
embarrassment trade is suffering. Its culture 
will rapidly extend, should remunerative 
prices continue. During the past year an 
Kuglish house in Brazil is said to have cleared 
$1,500,000 in this trade, and still another has 
profiled very largely. 

On the return of peace, we may hope our 
relations with Brazil will receive proper at- 
tention. — JV! Y. Journal of Commerce.

AKFAins in thr souThwkst-bold SMTG- 
OLINll —SHARP l’KAGTlCE OF A DETEC- 
TIVE, AC. 

Columbus, Ky., Feb. 21, 1863. 
The testimony taken yesterday before the 
Provost Court at Paducah is interesting, and 
is also a very good index of what is going on 
directly under our own noses. 

The "investigation was in reference to trading 
in contraband goods, the prisoners being C. 
A. Howard, H. H. Green, Win. Jackson, and 
C. H. Ferrill, all except Jackson being resi- 
dents of Dyer county, Tennessee, and all men 
who have served in the Confederate army, 
leaving the service some time in April last. 

Through the politeness of the Provost Mar- 
shal Geueral of this district. Major Rowley, I 
am permitted to publish the following abstract 
of testimony in the case: 

H. Rossman, secret detective for the Gov- 
ernment, boiug sworn, says: That he first saw 
the prisoners named above at Metropolis, Illi- 
nois, at the Douglas House there. They came 
in aDd had a satchel aud some other articles, 
which they appeared to jbe very careful of. 
On these signs witness supposed, the parties 
to be engaged in smuggling contraband goods. 
At this time the prisoners were all together. 
About 8 o’clock r. M. witness walked out of 
the bar-room, when Ferrill and Jackson fol- 
lowed him. Out doors Ferrill asked him if 
there was a store op in in the place. He re- 
plied that he was a stranger, and had not 
been there but three days. Ferrill then said 
that be wanted to buy a new harness, 
and then asked the witness where he was 
from. He replied, “From Charleston, S. 0.” 
Fen ill asked him how long he had been from 
there. “Three months,” was the reply, at the 
same time remarking that he was about out 
of money, having only $10 U. S money left, 
and about $100 Confederate. Witness then 
asked Ferrill where he lived? “In Tennessee, 
and outside the Union lines.” Witness then 
told him if he could get a letter to the South- 
ern cavalry that they would send him money. 
Ferrill replied that he would carry a letter for 
him to the Southern army, and would do any- 
thing that he could to assist him. 

Witness then inquired if he (Ferrill) had 
ever taken the oath of allegiance ? And he 
made no reply. Witness then told him that 
he wanted to get back to Charleston, but was 
afraid he coul3 uot do so without taking the 
oath. Ferrill theu said that they (his party) 
did not regard the oath of allegiance; that 
they considered it not worth a damn. Jackson 
theu said that that oath did not amount to a 
damn. 

A gentleman then came out ef the house 
and walked past them, w.heu Ferrill remarked 
to the wituess, “Keep cool,” that he might be 
a listener. Ferrill then told wituess that he 
had some parts of a distillery, a new wagon, 
mules, horses, &c., aud that they (his party) 
bad a bee-line through the country to get out 
of the Union lines, aud that they calculated to 
cross the Memphis and Charleston road twelve 
miles east of Columbus, Ky., if they had good 
luck. Conversation then ended for a time, 
and all parties went into the hotel'. 

Next morning the four men (the prisoners) 
went to J. Levi & Bro.’s 6tore to buy a set of 
harness for the mules. Howard and Green 
were on horseback. The harness being pur- 
chased they took the horses and mules to the 
ferry, where the wagon aud distillery worm 
were at that time, and attempted to cross the 
river without a permit. But the ferryman 
refused to cross them. 

Witness then told Lewis Stallcup that he 
must not give them up or suffer them to leave, 
as he believed them to be smugglers. Mr. 
Stallcup tb»n went to the ferryboat and con- 
versed wit? them. Witness also went to the 
boat, and asked Ferrill if the parts of the dis- 
tillery and the wagon belonged to him. He 
replied th(«t they belonged to him and his 
partner in Tennessee. Jackson said t]je mules 
belonged t» him. Green said he owned one of 
Die mules. Jackson said that the gray mare 
belonged to him. Howard said he lived iu 
Tennessee neaewhere tho others lived. Wit- 
ness then ordefiH HowaTd off his horse, and 
placed them all in arrest, witness showing his 
official papers. 

Howard delivered up two new revolvers, 
when witness searched his saddle-bags and 
found two more. From each of the others he 
took two new revolvers. They had plenty of 
ammunition, huliet-moulds, Ac., and all said 
that they intended to use the arms if iqolested. 

Samuel Allman — sworu — says that he met 
the prisoners on a boat at Tod’s Ferry. They 
had a distillery worm, &c., and told him that 

the d d Yankees had burned their mill and 

digtiliery, and that they were making the 
Yankees believe that the rebels did it, and that 
they were now making the Yankees help re- 
build them. 

Ferrill told the witness that there wore a 
good many guerillas in his neighborhood, hut 
that if they arrested him (the witness), to 
come to his house and he would have him re- 
leased at the snap of his huger. Ferrill talked 
loudly and boisterously iu tavor of the South- 
ern Confederacy. The other prisoners were in 
his company. When the boat stopped at Pa- 
ducah (IK hours) they concealed themselves. 
Had uo fui .her conversation. Saw them again 
at Metropolis, III. 

The other testimony relates simply to iden- 
tification. The prisoners aro in cluie confine- 
ment at Paducah. 

Last uight the notorious rebel Cushman got 
out of the guard-house at this post. He w»3 
probably one of the most desperate characters 
that we have ever captured. He was taken 
by Captain Moore, of the 2d Illinois cavalry, 
a few days' ago, near Fort Pillow. He has 
burned over $2,000,000' worth of cotton with- 
in the last year, and as a conscript officer has 
been a terror to West Sennessee and East Ar- 
kansas. The rebels or rebel inhabfcaots were 
ovea'oyed when he was captured. How he 
escaped is not known, though probably by 
the assistance of a bribed sentinel. 

The picket is doubled, and a sharp search 
instituted for his recapture. He is a very 
bad man, and a rebel ot the fi rat water.

A Tale of Terror. — At the “Crow In,” at 
Antwerp, some years ago, a while spectre was 
seen hearing a lamp in one hand and a bunch 
of keys in the other. This unpleasant visitor 
was seen by a variety of travellers passing 
along a corridor.

from tbeir duty, and they will always be 
found as ready to pursue an enemy beyond 
<mr liorders as to protect their own homes. 
But when the bill was passed, the President 
should have acted Upon it promptly, and it 
will be a fatal error if he shall delay until the 
weather becomes settled. The impassa 
condition of the roads and the scarcity of 
forage and subsistence of all kinds have 
heretofore been regarded as a protection for 
our State against rebel raids. Our military 
authorities kavtrtfcoowa for sometime that 
bands of desperate guerillas and half-starved 
and half-clad Confederates were hanging 
about our exposed counties, making descents 
as frequency as possible to plunder property 
and murder unarmed citizens, and that Hum 
phrey Marshall, near Owingsville, wa8 waif 
ing for the first pleasant days of spring again to 
harass the mountain regions, which have 
been practically abandoned by the Govern- 
ment to the sway of tbe rebels. Tbe desper- 
ate condition of the rebels has precipitated 
tbeir movements, for they have made a descent 
to obtain the means of existence. We have 
no doubt that our military authorities are 
fully prepared to drive them away, but 
it is a burning disgrace that so large a 
portion of our State has been so long sub- 
jected to all tbe horrors of rebel rule. Stretch 
a line across from Catlettsburg to Cumberland 
Gap, and then the other way from Pounding 
Gap to Owingsville, and it will be seen that 
Jeff Davis has held occupation of a large part 
of Kentucky, and, with the exception of a few 
weeks, he has done so ever since the breaking 
out of the rebellion. The people of the moun- 
tains of that portion of the State are as a general 
thing poor, but they are loyal, and have rights 
and interests which the Government is bound 
to protect, but instead of this the most de- 
plorable coniition of affairs has existed, and 
the want and destitution of the robbed and 
plundered Union men have been terrible 
Nearly all who have escaped with life and 
could get out of the country have fled, but 
many are still there, and, while their wives and 
children are famishing, they with their trusty 
rifles fight the foe without pay whenever they 
have a chance, but most of the time they are 
compelled to hide in the bushes and caves from 
their stronger deadly and murderous enemies 
The people of that region must have relief; 
they cannot endure their privations forever. 
If President Lincoln will authorize Governor 
Robinson to arm and oqnip these loyal men 
as regiments, they will constitute the most 
effective soldiers in the Federal army, and 
they will soon clear the country of all these 
robber gangs. If proper preparation U de- 
layed until the roads become firm and the 
rivers so low that they can bo forded, we shall 
have the old game of last year played over, 
and, while Rosecrans is driving the enemy 
toward Chattanooga and across the Tennessee 
line into Georgia, bis rear will be turned, and 
the insolent foe may again menace the State 
capital and even cast their longing eyes to- 
ward this the commercial em|>orium of the 
State. Presideut Lincoln cannot share the 
feelings which were expressed against theloy 
ally of our State on the floors of Congress; 
he knows that our soldiers can be depended 
upon; and he must now see that both time and 
money can be saved by calling upon Kentucky 
for her twenty thousand additional men. 
Such a call would be welcomed by a shout ot 
approval which would be reechoed to ma- 
ny a now desolate hearthstone and carry 
rejoicing with it. Such a call would be 
responded to in thirty days by double the 
number required, and as soon as it is made 
we venture the assertion that the rebels w bo 
have ventured, like famishing wolves around 
a deserted camping ground, into the heart of 
our State, will commence a precipitate re- 
treat. The material of which the invading 
force is composed is of the most abject kind ; 
it is valiant only before weakness, and abso- 
lutely craven whenever confronted by our 
brave men with arms in their hands. 



Nbgro Soldikus. — The abolitionists, we no- 
tice, are attempting to appropriate to their 
purposes the following remarks, made in Con- 
gress by the Hon. Charles C. Pinckney, ol 
South Carolina, upwards of forty years ago, 
in a speech on the Missouri Compromise: 

At tbe commencement of our revolutionary 
struggle with Great Britain, all the States had 
this class of people (negro slaves). They all 
entered into the great, struggle with similar 
views. Like brethren, they contended for the 
benefit of the whole, leaving to each the right 
to pursue its happiness in its own way. They 
thus nobly toiled and bled together, really 
like brethren. ***•»* 
* * * They then were, as they still 

are, as valuable a part of our population to the 
Union, as any other equal number of inhab- 
itants. They were, in numerous instances, 
the pioneers, and in all, the laborers of your 
armies. To their hands were owing the erec- 
tion of the greatest part of the fortifications 
raised for the protection of our country. Fort 
Moultrie gavr , at an early period of the inex- 
perience and untried valor of our citizens, im 
mortality to American arms. And in the 
Northern States numerous bodies of them were 
enrolled and fought side by side with the 
whites the battles of the Revolution. 

Now, all this may be true; yet it can with 
no propriety be cited by the abolitionists as a 
justification or excuse for the raising of negro 
armies to invade the South in this war. The 
circumstances of the case are as different as 
possible. In the Revolutionary war, as in the 
last war, when a few negro soldiers fought 
under General Jackson at New Orleans, we 
were struggling against vastly superior forces, 
and the invaders whom we were attempting to 
repel consisted only of robust men, soldiers, 
with no aged parents or women or children 
to share their fate. The whole thing to be 
done was to drive off powerful arrays of arm- 
ed troops, and there was no inhumanity in 
letting a few slaves take part in the patriotic 
work. But it would be a tremendously different 
thing to raise black armies now, and, putting 
weapons in their hands, bid them sweep 
through the South, inhabited by millions of 
their own race, to despoil and ravage as their 
own mad and savage passions, aroused and 
infuriated by blood-shed, might dictate. We 
all profess to be endeavoring, in good faith 
and from the noblest feelings of humanity, to 
restore the prosperity and glory of the Re- 
public by restoring the South to the Union, 
but it were better for the whole South that 
she were a Zahara, better for our whole people 
that she were a Zahara, than that black ar- 
mies, were such a thing possible, should be 
unleashed to ruBh at will through that erring 
but beautiful region. 

We repeat the opinion we have often ex- 
pressed, that the raising of black troops would, 
in this war, be only a monstrous expense and 
trouble, seriously retarding instead of promo- 
ting the success of our arms, but the truth we 

would impress upon the public mind is, that 

even if such a measure promised to hasten the 
end ot the rebellion by hastening the end of 
the South, it should be deprecated by the na 
tion and imprecated by all mankind. 

There is nothing tor this country now 
but either restoration or destruction. Which 
shall we have? 



We take these extracts from an article in 
the Democrat of yesterday. The Democrat, 
in the course of the same article, affirms that 
the squad of secessionists assembled at Frank- 
fort on tho 18th inst., under the name of 'De- 
mocracy,' were but tbe supporters and sympa- 
thizers of the rebellion.” It farther says on 
this point: 

We believe, however, that the convention 
was gotten up in aid of secession ptirjioses; 
for it assumed the name of the Democratic 
party as a cloak to its designs, hoping thus to 
mislead the people. Under tbe disguise of 
this honored name, its leaders and those who 
proposed to inaugurate this movement to bene- 
fit the South and take Kentucky out of the 
Union, hoped to gull tbe unsuspecting, law- 
abiding citizens, who are tired of the abuses 
of the Administration in tbe conduct of this 
war. 

Our neighbor thus ex presses his belief that tue 
members of the convention dispersed by the 
military authorities belong to the class of men 
that should not be permitted to stand for office 
in Kentucky and that deserve to be banished 
from our borders. Tbe Military authorities 
ntertain the same belief, founded not only on 
the public judgment, as manifested in the con- 
current declarations of the loyal press of Ken- 
tucky and in the corresponding action of the 
loyal Legislature, but, as we are assured, on 
the express and personal attestation of many 
of the leading Union men of the State. The 
secession character of the convention was in- 
deed notorious from the notorious secession- 
sm of the principal members. No loyal man 
amongst us doubted or denied the secession 
character of the convention. It was a matter 
if thorough notoriety. If the military au- 
thorities had entertained a doubt on this 
point, they certainly would have been pay- 
ng a very poor compliment to the veracity 
of the loyal men of Kentucky. But they did 
not as they could not entertain a doubt on 
the point. 

Hence, they dispersed the convention; they 
iispersed the entire convention on the same 
iort of evidence as that on which our neigh- 
bor would have them arrest an individual 
member of the convention who should offer 
himself for office. Yet our neighbor, while 
lie insists upon the latter as the discharge of a 
lolemn obligation, denounced the former, in 
(he Democrat of Saturday, as "a tyrannical 
ind indefensible violation of a right that lies 
it the very foundation of republican freedom,” 
and, even in the article from which we take 
the extracts above, he calls tbe proceeding 
“a dangerous precedent.” Our neighbor has 
evidently committed here a slip of the pen or 
a slip of the brain or a slip of some other 
kind. He surely does not mean that it is a 
crime to disperse a body of secessionists met 
U> nominate candidates, and a virtue to arrest 
the candidates themselves. He cannot mean 
that it is obligatory to prevent secessionists 
from being candidates, and criminal to pre- 
vent them from becoming candidates. Yet 
this is the plain import of what he says. 

Our neighbor's article of Saturday appeared 
to be consistent with itself at least. He 
therein said: 

If this convention had been allowed to pro- 
ceed, we expected to oppose their candidates 
and resist their policy. We never had any 
doubt that they would be repudiated by Hie 
people. 

This language appeared to imply that the 
secessionists of the State constitute a legiti- 
mate party, and that they have as good a right 
to stand for office, and to hold office, if they 
can get themselves elected, as the loyal men 
have. In other word3, it appeared to imply, 
that, in our neighbor’s opinion, the whole 
question was opened anew in Kentucky, that 
the pending strife of arms was henceforth to 
be ignored, that the loyal men were volunta- 
rily to surrender tho advantage they had won 
by their suffrages and defended with their 
blood, and that, amid all tbe multiplied aud 
bewildering distractions of the hour, the 
issue of Union or disunion in our State 
was to be decided finally by the voice of 
the majority at the August election. From 
such premises, indeed, our neighbor’s de- 
nunciation of the scattering of the secession 
conclave, however absurd in itself, would have 
been a logical conclusion ; but, now that with 
all possible emphasis and explicitness he has 
repudiated the appearance of such premises 
which his language bore, his denunciation is 
glaringly illogical as well as absurd. It is the 
ghost of a conclusion, wandering in the col- 
umns from which the ghost of its premises 
has been expelled with scorn and ignominy. 
We hope, that, if our neighbor shall think fi 
to recur to this matter again, he will lay the 
ghost of the ghost, as completely as he now 
lays the primitive phantom. 

The mere question of expediency in this 
matter we still content ourselves with waiv- 
ing. “Had they been let alone,” our neigh- 
bor says, referring to the members of the dis- 
persed convention, “their treason would have 
been complete. As it is, they will all claim to be 
martyrs.” On this point we shall have no 
controversy with our neighbor; for, if ail he 
says here is correct, what follows is that the 
military authorities acted not criminally but 
indiscreetly,— acted in a way not to violate 
the rights of the secessionists but to prejudice 
the interests of the Union men. Whether 
or not even this can be justly said, we are 
not prepared to determine; but it is certainly 
the most that can be justly said. If, on the 
strength of this, the secessionists shall “all 
claim to be martyrs,” as our neighbor predicts, 
we have only to say, what we have said here- 
tofore, that their claim will be a supremely 
impudent one, and to insist, as we have insist- 
ed heretofore, that no loyal man should allow 
himself to afford it the slightest countenance. 
Let the loyal men bat treat the claim as it de- 
serves to be treated, and it will prove as con- 
temptible'in effect as it is in design. We do 
not think there is any stuff for martyrs in the 
secessionists of Kentucky. Assuredly there is 
no scope for secession martyrdom in the tem- 
perate and generous policy of the loyal men. 

8®” According to the telegraph, the in- 
viting committee of the Washington Cele- 
bration at Nashville declined to read a letter 
from the veteran patriot Gen. Leslie Combs, of 
Kentucky, because he classed the abolitionists 
with the secessionists ! Evidently the members 
of the committee were themselvesabolitionists. 
A beautiful set forsooth to win back a rebel- 
lious people to their constitutional allegiance. 
No wonder the national cause has made such 
slight headway in Tennessee. Many of those 
who have it in charge appear especially to study 
how little they can make it look like the 
cause of restoration and how much like the 
cause of subjugation. The restoration of 
the Union is under such auspices an uphill 
work. Heaven speed the day when the glori- 
ous work shall drag under such auspices no 
longer.

The resi- 
dents of the Bluegrass region may not be in 
immediate danger, bnt the gallant and true 
spirits of the mountain counties, who are 
a3 much entitled to protection from our 
armies as their brethren of the interior, 
have been suffering lor months from rebel in- 
cursions; and the country is expected to feel 
gratified with the announcement that the Bine- 
grass Region is safe. ( >ur military authorities 
should not rest until the last armed rebel is 
expelled not only from the Bluegrass Region 
but from the very borders of loyal Kentucky. 

We received last night no confirmation of 
the rumor that Charlton Morgan had been 
ciptured and brought intoliexington, or that 
Dr. Steele, the rebel surgeon, had been wound- 
ed and taken prisoner. We presume that 
those rumors will not be confirmed. We in- 
fer, also, that the statements in regard to the 
skirmishes, which it is said occurred on Mon- 
day in the vicinity of Lexington, were either 
untrue or greatly exaggerated.

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

Frankfort, Feb. 24. 

SENATE. 

The Senate was opened with prayer by the 
Rev. Daniel Stevenson, of the Methodist 
church. 

Mr. McHenry — Judiciary — A bill prohibit- 
ing the masters of slaves from permitting said 
slaves to buy and sell marketing and produce, 
"assed. 

Same — A bill regulating itinerant market- 
ing dealers, and dealers in skins and hides in 
Shelby county. Passed. 

Mr. Speed — Judiciary — A House bill to in- 
corporate the First and Second-street Horse 
Railroad Company in Louisville, with an 
amendment. The amendment was adopted 
and the bill passed. 

The Congressional apportionment bill re- 
ported by the Committee Conference was taken 
up and concurred in by yeas 14, nays 11. 

Messrs. Worthington, Spalding, and Baker 
had leave to record their votes for the Con- 
gressional apportionment bill, and Messrs, 
iardner and Buster had leave to record their 
votes against it. These gentlemen were ab- 
ent from the Senate Chamber when the bill 
w as passed. 

The Senate took up the House resolutions 
in relation to Col. J. II. McHenry, Jr., the 
resolution offered for the House resolutions by 
ihe majority of the Committee on Federal Re- 
lations, and the substitute offered by Mr. Rhea 
from the minority of the committee, and the 
substitute offered for the whole subject by Mr. 
". P. Marshall. 

Mr. Speed addressed the Senate at consider- 
able length in favor of the substitute of the 
majority of the Committee for the House reso- 
lutions. 

Mr. Worthington addressed the Senate, jus- 
tifying Col. McHenry's course, and condemn- 
ing bis dismissal. He replied to some of the 
arguments of Mr. Speed. 

Mr. M. P. Marshall addressed the Senate on 
the whole subject, at length, and in support of 
the substitute offered by him. 

Mr. Whitaker addressed the Senate at 
length upon the whole subject. He replied to 
some of the arguments of Mr. Marshall, briefly. 
He took the ground that the dismissal of Col. 
McHenry was in accordance with military 
law and discipline. He spoke in high terms uf 
Col. McHenry as a gallant officer and gentle- 
man, but could not vote for the resolutions 
justifying his order. He would cheerfully 
vote for the presentation of a sword to Col. 
McHenry for gallant conduct and high merit 
as an officer, if separated from these resolu- 
tions, but he could not vote for them, as they 
took ground which was not tenable and would 
subvert the discipline of the army, and he 
thought the Legislature had nothing to do 
with the matter. 

He considered this endorsement of Colonel 
McHenry would be a quasi condemnation of 
upwards of thirty other Colonels in Kentucky, 
for not having issued just such orders as he 
had. The other Colonels were equally loyal 
ami patriotic with the gallant Col. McHenry.

I Niciiolasvili.k, Ky., Feb. 24—8 P. M. 
The report in this morning’s papers, dated 
Frankfort, that this plaee was yesterday 
occupied by the rebels is entirely false. Some 
few citizens left here about noon yesterday, 
Coins toward Frankfort, and perhaps thought 
the town would be occupied by the rebels, and 
thus the report. There are no rebels here and 
none arc expected at present. 

Paris, Ky., Feb. 24. 

Last night Major Williams, in rommand of 
one hundred to one hundred and fifty cavalry, 
fell back from Mount Sterling to this place! 
bringing in eight prisoners. They burned all 
their stores, tents, &e. They started away 
with eighteen wagons; seventeen of them" 
were captured by the rebels and one arrived 
here safely. The rebels are supposed to be 
near Winchester to-night. Their whole force, 
as near as has been ascertained, is between five 
and six hundred, under Col. Clarke. Every- 
thing quiet here to-night. 

Washington, Feb. 24. 

The Richmond Examiner of the 21st inst. 
is received here. It contains a despatch dated 
Port Hudson, February 18th, stating that the 
Queen of the West, the U. S. iron-clad gun- 
boat which recently run the blockade at 
Vicksburg, had attacked the fortifications on 
Red river, and, after a brisk cannonading, 
struck her colors. 130 of the officers and crew 
were captured. 

In Sight or Vickshuro, February 16, 1 
Via Cairo, February 23. | 

The gunboat Indianola and the ram that 
passed down the river two days ago have not 
been heard from since. Heavy cannonading 
was heard below Warrenton as they passed. 
The batteries were probably engaged. The 
ram has two thirty-two Parrott's aboard. The 
Indianola took 18,000 bushels coal past Vicks- 
burg. Both vessels are able to clear Red 
river. 

It is helieved that. Sergeant Streetman and 
Corporal Rose, of the 76th Ohio, were killed 
by lightning on Saturday night. Five others 
were injured. The weather is rainy, and the 
river is rising. Sickness is not abating. 

Work is going ahead on the canal, it beings 
■lit from the river to Lake Providence, at the 
-illage. The distance is half a mile. The 
river is fourteen feet above the level of the 
lake, and will not be. let in till Bayous B-xter 
and Mason, extending from the lake to Black 
river, have been explored and put in condition. 
The passage of boats seems practicable, it the 
present stage of water continues. 

The rebels attempted to cut Old River levee, 
above Lake Providence, and drown us all, but 
were driven off. 

Memphis, Feb. 20, via Cairo, Feb. 23. 

General McPherson s army corps is embark- 
ing here to-day to join General Grant. The 
following boats are employed to transport the 
troops: Catahoula; J. H. Dickey, Platte Val- 
ley, Continental, Citv of Louisiana, Ed. Walsh, 
Champion, Robert Campbell, Gladiator, Mary 
Forsyth, Iatan, Arago, and the Superior. The 
latter boat is the flag-ship. General Logan 
accompanies General McPherson. 

A man named Kelley was taken off the 
Von Phul, at Island No. 10, for having quinine 
and other medicines. 

Several rebels have been caught, belonging 
to Blythe’s command, and put in prison here, 
by order of General Hurlbut. 

All the faVo banks in this city have been 
closed and the proprietors arrested. Officers 
and soldiers have been visiting the gambling j 
hells here and fighting the tiger, and General i 
Hurlbut put a stop to it by closing up the con- i 
cerns. 

Information, by way of Paducah, indicates ! 
a doubt as to the death of General Forrest, as 
reported. 

On the 18th, about noon, ten wagons, sent 
out on a foragiug expedition from Memphis, 
were attacked and captured in Nonconnah 
Bottoms, by 1 50 rebel cavalry. 

Cairo, Feb. 23. 

The steamer Lady Pike arrived last evening 
with Memphis dates of the afternoon of Thurs- 
day, Ihe loth. The most important matter con- 
tained in the papers is a statement that the 
officers and crew of Ihe steamer Hercules, 
burned by the guerillas opposite the city, near 
the Arkansas shore, last week, returned to 
Memphis. They were paroled. There were 
twenty in all. Their statement of the man- 
ner in which they were captured is interest- 
ing. It was on Tuesday last that the Her- 
cules, with several barges of coal, reached the 
point where the Little Rock Railroad Land- 
ing used to be, when the fog compelled her to 
land. A number of people standirg about 
were taken for citizens, but they soon pro- 
duced arms, and demanded the surrender of 
the crew. Resistance wa3 useless. One deck 
hand became alarmed — ran, and was fired upon 
and killed. The guerillas then plundered the 
H., and finished by setting her on fire. They 
then proceeded to parole the prisoners, hut were 
interrupted by the arrival of the gunboats 
with sheila, whereupon they retreated with the 
prisoners to the country, some fifteen miles, 
where the job was completed. Captain Mc- 
Clusky, of the Hercules, lost $1,400, hut the 
rebels gave bin. $10 to pay his return expenses. 
A gentleman, part owner of the boat, h: d 
$5,000 in a pump-log of the coal barge, and 
recovered it when begot back. 

J EFKBRBON ClTY, Mo., Feb. 24. 

Gov. Gamble sent to the House to-day a 
communication, with certain resolutions re- 
cently adopted by the Legislature of Delaware, 
asking Missouri to send delegates to a Na- 
tional Convention for the purpose of effecting 
an armistice. The Governor denounced the 
resolutions, and recommended that they he 
passed over in silence. A spirited discussion 
ensued, and the resolutions received most un- 
merciful handling frjm the members. They 
were denounced as false in history, sectional 
in spirit, and treasonable in language. 

Several resolutious were offered by different 
members, in substance declaring the war just 
and right, and should be prosecuted by every 
means within the resources of the loyal’ States, 
to the last man and the last dollar, until 
traitors submit unconditionally to the author- 
ity ol tha Government of the United States; 
that the principles ot freedom should he sus- 
tained; thnt we will neither to isent nor sub- 
mit to peace without the entire submission of 
traitors, nor to any armistice without subju- 
gation, nor to any interference by foreign 
powers. Also thanking Governor Gamble for 
the loyal and patriotic views expressed in his 
message approving the act of Colonel Gilbert 
in dispersing the recent Convention in Ken- 
tucky. The resolutions were finally passed 
over informally. 

Nashville, Feb. 24. 

The correspondents of loyal newspapers in 
the country, now present iu this city, celebra- 
ted to-day as the first anniversary of the occu- 
pation of Nashville by the Union troops. 

Among the guests present were Jordan 
Stokes, Parson Brownlow, Gen. Crc^n Clay 
Smith, of Kentucky; Col. Martin, of Kansas: 
Hon. Edward H. Kart, Secretary of State of 
Tennessee; Hon. John Hugh Smith, Mayor of 
Nashville; Mr. Lindsley, Postmaster; and 
many others, among whom were Mr. Fret- 
man, ot the Philadelphia Press; Mr. Goodsel), 
of the Chicago Times; Mr. Shanks, of the 
New York Herald; .Mr. Bent, of the Associa- 
ted Press; and others. 

Many interesting reminiscences of the occu- 
pation of tire city a year ago, as witnessed by 
citizens and correspondents present, were re- 
called in pleasant and sociable speeches and 
conversations. 

Col. Blake, of tha 40th Indiana, courtmar- 
tialed for disobedience of orders on the field at 
Stone river, was unanimously acquitted, and 
has returned to duty. 

Sixty-five rebel prisoners from Murfreesboro 
arrived in this city yesterday. 

Washington, Feb. 23. 

A delegation of Arizonians called upon the 
President to-day and recommended the ap- 
pointment of Representative Gurley, of Ohio, 
for Governor, and John Wilson, of Chicago, 
as Surveyor-General of that Territory. The 
President will probably send these recom- 
mendations to the Senate. 

Washington, Feb. 24. 

John Wilson, of Chicago, formerly Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office, had an in- 
terview with 1 lie President yesterday, and 
declined the position of Surveyor General of 
Arizona under the recently organized territo- 
rial government. 

Hon. John A. Gurley will probably be ap- 
pointed Governor of Arizona. 
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Washington, Feb. 24.

Mr. Wilson, from the Military Committee, 
reported adversely on the bill to build a wagon 
road from the West Point Acadetuy to Corn- 
wall Landing; also, adversely on the bill 
granting the right of way through the mili- 
tary reservations in Kansas; also, on the bill 
relating to hospitals and an ambulance corps. 
He said, in regard to the latter, that the com- 
mittee regarded it as impractible. 

Mr. Wilkinson, from tne Indian Committee, 
reported a bill for the removal of the Sioux 
Indians from Minnesota.

HOUSE. 

The Speaker stated that the pending ques- 
tion wa3 for the previous question on the Sen- 
ate bill to organize the National forces and for 
other purposes. 

Mr. Vallandigham moved a call of the 
House, and demanded the yeas and nays. 

The House, by 43 against 45, refused to or- 
der a call. 

Mr. Olin withdrew bis demand for the pre- 
vious question and moved a suspension of the 
rules in order to offer a resolution that debate 
on the bill be concluded at half-past 3 o’ clock. 
U nder a suspension of the rules he introduced 
his resolution. 

Mr. Cowan asked for a call of the House. 
Mr. Hickman moved that when the House 
adjourn it be to Thursday next. Both were 
negatived. 

Mr. Olin then withdrew his resolution, and 
also his demand for the previous question, thus 
reopening the debate. 

Mr. Mallory entered his solemn protect 
against the passage of the bill. 

During some patriotic remarks by Mr. Kelly 
there was applause in the galleries, which 
caused a demand for their being closed. 

After considerable discussion, it was de- 
cided that they should be cleared— 80 against 
41. 

Mr. Mallory resumed his r marks, and said 
he held that the secessionists were account ible 
for all the umojstitutional abo.itnn acts 
passed here. The secessionist ought to have 
sent representatives hither. As to Kentucky, 
she was as loyal to the Constitution as any 
other State. She scorned repudiation and spit 
on the doctrine of secession. No such Gov- 
ernment a8 ours could exist if we recognized 
secession as a constitutional doctrine. There 
could be no peace by recognizing the South- 
ern Confederacy. It would be a perpetual and 
destructive war, lasting through many ag-r, 
until one side should be wholly subdned by 
the other. He was for bringing the rebels to 
the family of States with their constitutional 
rights secured the same ns they enjoyed b-.ftre 
they engaged in this infamous rebellion. He 
would never acknowledge the independence 
and separation of the rebels, but as criminals , 
he would forgive them and restore to them 
their rights. I 

Mr. Dunn contrasted the past with the pres- j 
ent. When sentiments of disloyalty were ut- 
tered here and applauded hv the galleries, no 
indignation was then expressed by those who 
now were highly incensed because loyal sen- 
timents are at this time applauded. 

Mr. White said that Vallaudigham, and his * 
colleague, Mr. Voorhis, had threatened us with 
another revolution, and uttered the warning 
voice of retribution if we were to meet rebels or 
their aiders or abetters on our own soil, sword 1 
in hand. Let them come; the sooner the bet- j 
ter. He caused letters to tie read from Demo- ; 
cratic officers of the army in contrast with 
words uttered on this floor. These officers 
speak of the miserable traitors at home, who, 
by their course, ha<i caused dissatisfaction and i 
desertions in the army. 

Mr. Pendleton spoke about an opportunity ' 
being afforded to remedy the defects of this 
bill and ameliorate the severity of its provis- : 
ions. We could never carry on the war with I 
a force obtained by conscription. 

evening session. 

Mr. Wickliffe argued that the militia was 
designed for the deteuce of the several States, 
and not for the service of the United States. 
As to the conscript army which this bill con- 
templates, he said this was a twin brother of 
the negro bill, and gave the President discre- 
tion to call out the militia without restriction. 
The provision as to the appointment of Pro- 
vost Marshals was a disgraceful emanation 
from the War Department. 

After a number ot propositions for closing 
the debate under a suspension ot the rules, the 
following was agreed to: That the debate be 
terminated at 1 o'clock to-morrow, one hour 
to be devoted to voting on amendments with- 
out debate, and the bill was voted on without 
further preliminaries. 

Mr. Steveus argued that the troops proposed 
to be raised under the bill was in no sense a 
militia but a national force, and as such war- 
ranted by the Constitution. For six months 
past a large party had been discouraging vol- 
unteering. The Provost Marshals provided for 
in this bill were to keep an eye on traitors, but 
the opposition aide of the House did not like 
such a watch. Mr. Stevens referred to the 
New York World, which contained a state- 
ment in regard to Vallandigham. 

Mr. Vallandigham interrupted him, saying 
that the- World was an abolition paper in dis- 
guise. 

Mr. Kelley said the opponents of the bill 
could not complain of not being heard. Thev 
had indulged in remarks calculated to dis- 
courage enlistments, chill pairiotism in many, 
and produce discontent. This bill was intend- 
ed to reach traitors in the South and their 
traitorous sympathizers in the North. He 
would not shake hands with rebels over the 
graves of murdered Americans, and beg their 
pardon. This bill was the first to recognize 
the manhood of the colored race, and would 
pa33 into a law without the insertion of the 
word “white," as proposed by the gentleman 
from Ohio (Mr. Cox), and give us all the 
troops we need. 

Mr. Stevens said the reason we were not 
successful was, that Breckinridge Democrats 
were sulfere i to head our armies — men with- 
out the heart or disposition to crush t .e re- 
bellion. 

Mr. Stevens then spoke of McClellan's course, 
and particularized his disobedience of positive 
orders on four separate occasions. He caused 
to he read a letter from Gen. Scott to Secre- 
tary Cameron iu September, 1861, complaining 
of McClellan' s course in writing to the Presi- 
dent and members of Congress direct, forget- 
ting that he hud an intermediate commander, 
and that McClellan prided himself on treating 
him (Scott) with neglect. This caused Scott 
to publish a general order concerning irregu- 
larities in the army, which was intended for 
McClellan more than any other officer, hut 
McClellan continued this course daily, regard- 
less of the order. Another order asking Mc- 
Clellan to make returns to him (Scott) of the 
exact force in his command was treated with 
like indifference. Gen. Scott didn’t officially 
notice this disobedience of orders, fearing that 
any conflict of authority near the head of tl e 
nriny would be highly encouraging to the 
enemy. 

Mr. Steele, of New York, said the people of 
New York do not believe in this dissolution 
of the Union, and do not intend to consent to 
it as long as there is a live man there to fight. 
[Applause.] 

Mr. Fessenden said he favored this bill be- 
cause it would bring into the army the copper- 
heads, or the men who not only themselves 
refused to enlist, but dissuaded others. 

Mr. Cox opposed the bill at length, and 
characterized as slang the calling of Demo- 
crats copperheads. 

He replied fo the gentleman who, he re- 
marked, attempted to poison the public mind 
by proclaiming peace on any terms, and espe- 
cially to Mr. Mallory, who said he would hail 
revolution should this bill pass. He remind- 
ed the gentleman that Pennsylvania had pro- 
tected Kentucky homes, and some now say 
they would never visit the graves of these 
sones of Pennsylvania buried in a foreign 
land. I’as| this bill, and it will be the an- 
nouncement to France, England, and other 
countries that if they intermeddle with our 
affairs, they will have a nation to meet. 

At half-past 11 the House adjourned.

The railroad passes Bayou Macon at that point.

Indianapolis, Feb. 24. 

No business was transacted in the House 
this morning, the whole time being occupied 
in discussing Mr. Harney’s resolution demand- 
ing to know of the Governor if he approved 
of the resolutions of the 27th regiment, pro- 
posing to be recalled for the purpose of over- 
seeing the Legislature.

! passengers and a big freight. She had a barge iu 
! tow, heavily laden with Ohio river freight. 

We gave some account yesterday of the accideut, or 
succession of accidents, to the Major Anderson on 
Saturday. She was blown ashore near Vevay, Ind. 
The wrist of one of the pitmans was broken and the 
boat otherwise slightly damaged. Ope man was 
drowned and another, named Michael Linds, of this 
city, was severely injured by being thrown from a cot- 
ton bale on which he was at the time lying. He was 
a deck passenger. The Anderson will not only undergo 
the necessary repairing, but also be thoroughly reno- 
vated before she is again placed in the trade, the 
Prioress retuining her place in the mail line.

The Lady Pike, from Memphis for Cincinnati, ar- 
rived at Cairo on Sunday with 800 bales cotton. A 
Cairo despatch says there are yet a thousand bales of 
cotton in Memphis awaiting shipment, and cotton is 
coming in freely. 

The steamer H. R. W. Hill, used as a store boat at 
Cairo, began falling to pieces on Sunday ovening, and 
tho stores wero being removed.

enth Congress. 



[Public — No. 25.] 

In Act to incorporate the National Associa- 
tion for the relief of destitute colored women 
and children. 

lie it enacted by the Senate and House of 
iepresen tatives of the United States of America 
In Congress assembled. That Say les J. Bowen, 
banief Breed, Geo. E. Baker, their associates 
tnd successors, being members of said society, 
ny paying iuto its treasury the sum i t two 
Hollars annually, or life members by paying 
fifty dollars at one time, are hereby incorpor- 
ated and made a body politic by the name ot 
|‘The National Association for the rebel ot 
destitute colored women and children’’ for the j 
purpose of supporting such aged or indigent ; 
[tnd destitute colored women and children as i 
nay properly come under the charge of such 
•ssoctalion; to provide for them a suifabt* 
[tome, board, clothing, and instruction, and to 
jiring them under Christian inllu-nce; and by 
lhat name shall have perpetual succession, 
vith power to use a common seal, to sue and 
i sued, to plead and be impleaded in any 
Lourt of the United States; to collect sub- 
scriptions, make by-laws, rules, and regula- 
tions needful for the government of said eor- 
oration, not inconsistent with the laws of the 
Inited States; to have, hold, and receive real 
and personal estate by purchase, gift, or de- 
vise; to use, sell, or convey the same for the 
rposes and benefit of said corporation, and 
choose such offi .era and teachers as may be 
deemed necessary, prescribe their duties, and 
fir the rate of their compensation.

Tub Flax Culture.— It is time that the at- ; 
teution of our agricultural population « ere 
more fully turned to the cultivation of Hax 
than it appears to have yet been. That arti- j 
cle now sells at fully one hundred per cent 
above what it commanded twelve months ago. I 
There can be no doubt that extraordinary 
prices will prevail for years to come, if for no 
other reason than the cotton famine. Admit ; 
that the three millione of bales alleged to be 
stored up at the South were available, the 
market for dry goods has been so depleted of 
late that the whole could be manufactured 
within six months and the fabrics made from 
it be disposed of at fair prices. After this the I 
prospect is, not “the deluge,” but a further I 
drought. The South produced only about one 
million of bales last year, and will probably 
grow less during that on which we have en- 
tered, so utterly disorganized is its labor, and 
so urgent is the demand for bread to sustain 
its population. Next to the great necessaries 
ot life among ourselves may be justly placed 
Buch products as flax and wool, of which we 
cannot possibly have a surplus, and are likely 
| to have a great deficiency. 

A senseless prejudice has more to do in de- 
terring our farmers from cultivating flax than 
I any other cause that we are aware of. It has 
been alleged that it is too exhaustive on the 
soil; but there is no reason to condemn it any 
more than an ordinary grain crop. If flax be 
one of a series of rotation crops, and succeed 
| one of vegetables, like potatoes, turnips, Ac., 
and be followed by clever, which may be 
Bown with it, no detrimental effects to the 
soil will be observable. The labor or dis- 
agreeableness of preparing it for market are 
also grounds of complaint; but these are grow- 
ing less every year from the application of 
improved machinery.
